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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid; the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on September 22, 2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nomura Masaaki 
(JP 10-010644). 

Regarding claim 1, Nomura Masaaki discloses an overhead projector system comprising: 
a projector assembly (2) including a transparency stage (fig. 1 transparency 18); adjacent 

said stage, a scanner assembly (40) for digitizing content of a current transparency on said stage; 

and an output device (port 52) for extracting said content from said system to an external device 

(50) using a wireless communication (drawing 1, page 8 through page 9 paragraph [0022]. 

Drawing 1 shows transmission of digital signal from controller 25 to an external device such as 
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computer 50. There is no cable connection between the projector and the external device. An 
arrow indicates the transmission of data between controller 25 and the external device. 

Regarding claim 2, Nomura Masaaki discloses the system as set forth in claim 1 further 
comprising: associated with said scanner, a hard copy apparatus internal to said projector 
assembly for providing a hard copy output of said current transparency (drawing 1, port 52). 

Regarding claim 3, Nomura Masaaki discloses the system as set forth in claim 1 wherein 
the output device comprises: at least one digital data sending device (page 8, [0031]). 

Regarding claims 4, 6, 7 and 10, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 1 are 
applicable to claims 4, 6, 7 and 10. 

Regarding claim 9, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 3 are applicable to 
claim 9. 

Regarding claims 5, 8 and 11, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 3 are 
applicable to claims 5, 8 and 11.
